Man pleads guilty to vote buying 



Trial for remaining defendants set for next week

PIKEVILLE — With their trial set to begin 
next week, one of six defendants in a vote- 
buying case involving the former mayor of 
Martin pleaded guilty in federal court Monday. 

Henry Mullins entered a guilty plea before 
U.S. Magistrate Judge Edward B. Atkins to 
one count of paying another to vote as part of 
a plea deal with federal prosecutors. His sen- 
tencing his scheduled for Aug. 13 in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in Pikeville. 



Mullins and five other people — former 
Martin Mayor Ruth Thomasine Robinson; her 
husband, James “Red” Robinson; his son, 
James Steven Robinson; city employee Ginger 
Michelle Halbert; and Johnny T. Moore — 
were indicted last December on federal vote- 
buying and civil rights conspiracy involving 
Thomasine Robinson’s unsuccessful re-elec- 
tion campaign in 2012. 

According to his plea agreement, Mullins 
was provided money by James “Red” Robin- 
son and “instructed to use it to buy votes.” 
“The Defendant went to an apartment com- 
plex and located some potential voters,” the 



agreement says. “He gave J.H. ten dollars and 
asked him to vote for the mayor. On the ballot 
in Eloyd County that election was a race for 
U.S. President.” 

The statutory punishment for the vote- 
buying charge is imprisonment for not more 
than five years, a $25,000 and three years’ 
supervised release, according to the plea agree- 
ment. 

No agreement exists regarding the sentenc- 
ing guideline calculation for Mullins, with the 
exception that the prosecution agrees that he 
should be credited with “acceptance of respon- 
sibility” based on his “timely guilty plea.” 



Trial for the remaining defendants is set to 
begin next Tuesday in federal court in Pikev- 
ille. 

The former mayor and her daughter, Rita 
Christine Whicker, were convicted in Eebmary 
of Social Security fraud in a separate federal 
case. They will be sentenced July 9. Halbert 
was also a defendant in that case and pleaded 
guilty to three charges. She will be sentenced 
June 6. 

The remaining defendants in the vote-buy- 
ing case have pleaded not guilty. 

The indictment says that “a number of the 
qualified voters in Martin were disabled and 
were poor residents of public housing in Mar-

Sentencing 
scheduled 
May i6 
for Castle

PAINTSVILLE - A May 16 sen- 
tencing date is scheduled for a John- 
son County woman convicted of 
second-degree manslaughter last 
Wednesday in the death of 18-year- 
old Casey Roger Mollett. 

Myra Castle, 53, was found 
guilty after an eight- woman, three- 
man jury deliberated for approxi- 
mately 30 minutes last Wednesday 
morning. 

Castle was convicted of second- 
degree manslaughter and DUI in an 
August 2013 crash that killed Mol- 
lett. The jury recommended a sen- 
tence of seven years for the second- 
degree manslaughter charge and 30 
days for the DUI charge, which will 
be served concurrently. Castle will 
also receive 250 days credit for time 
served and will be eligible for parole 
within 16 months, according to the 
commonwealth attorney’s office. 

The jury visited the site of the

Former presidential hopeful 
commemorates War on Poverty

INEZ - Eifty years after President Lyndon B. 
Johnson declared a war on poverty in Martin Coun- 
ty, former presidential candidate Mike Huckabee 
attended an event held in the Roy E. Collier Com- 
munity Center’s parking lot in Inez called “Dream 
Martin County” to commemorate the historic day. 

Country music singer Angaleena Presley as well 
as state and local public figures also attended, with 
several busloads of Sheldon Clark High School stu- 
dents also watching the event. 

Torrential downpours didn’t prevent a huge turn- 



out for “Dream Martin County,” which was broad- 
cast live on television. 

The event was held in recognition of the 50th 
anniversary of Johnson’s visit to Martin County on 
April 24, 1964, at which time he sat on the front 
porch of Tom Eletcher’s house and declared a war 
on poverty. 

In 1960, statistics show that slightly more than 
70 percent of the families living in Martin County 
lived under the poverty level. Eifty years later, that 
number has dropped by half. 

“Dream Martin County,” was intended to be the

PAINTSVILLE - An Ashland 
man indicted last year in Johnson 
County in connection with sexual 
abuse of a child less than 12 years 
old was arrested Saturday at the 
Marathon on Rt. 321 in Paintsville. 

Christopher J. Jenkins, 33, of 
Ashland, is charged with operating a 
motor vehicle under the influence of 
drugs/alcohol/etc. (aggravating cir- 
cumstances), first-degree fleeing or 
evading police on foot, first-degree 
disorderly conduct, resisting arrest, 
first-degree sexual abuse of a child 
less than 12 years old. He was also 
served with two outstanding bench 
warrants. 

Paintsville police officer P.D. 
Witten apprehended Jenkins after 
receiving a complaint from an off- 
duty Kentucky State Police Officer 
who said Jenkins was intoxicated 
and driving a motor vehicle, that

crash last Wednesday morning 
prior to hearing closing argu- 
ment and then going into 
deliberation. 

Castle’s attorney, Ned Pill- 
ersdorf , addressed the jurors to 
explain the instructions and to 
ask that they return a not- 
guilty verdict on the man- 
slaughter charge. 

“She’s guilty of DUI. I 
don’t think you need to spend 
much time on count two,” Pill- 
ersdorf said. “Was it her, or 
was it his own conduct that 
caused his death? All of the 
evidence indicates that she was 
going 10-15 miles per hour 
and turning into a driveway. 
Evidence was that he was 
going 80-90 miles per hour 
and passing vehicles on the 
roadway. All the witnesses say 
that he was flying by in the 
blink of an eye and that he hit 
this woman. The reconstruc- 
tionist found all the eyewit- 
nesses were correct. His own 
reckless conduct caused his 
death. There is a lot of anger at 
my client because she was 



DUI, but she consistently said 
she never saw him and the one 
thing that is consistent that we 
heard from witnesses is that 
there was a lot of speed 
involved. The fact that she was 
drunk didn’t matter; his speed 
caused his death. At the end of 
the day, there are no winners in 
this case. People are so angry 
with her for being DUI that 
they want her convicted of 
something she’s not guilty of. I 
would ask that on the charge of 
second-degree manslaughter, 
you find my client not guilty.” 

Assistant Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Tony Skeans 
addressed Jurors to explain 
why he thought they should 
render a guilty verdict. 

“This case is a particularly 
hard case, and causation is the 
issue,” he said. “We all agree 
in this courtroom that choos- 
ing to act in a reckless manner 
may cause your death, driving 
too fast, or not wearing a hel- 
met or not wearing a seatbelt 
may cause your death, but for 
that drunk driver pulling out in 
front of an oncoming vehicle, 
it’s her responsibility to afford 
him a right of way. He may 



have continued on down that 
road another 10-15 miles and 
wiped out, he may have gotten 
married and had kids, but for 
that drunk driver that did pull 
out in front of him, the deci- 
sion to make that turn, there 
was no assessment. The reason 
why is because the person 
operating that motor vehicle 
was operating the motor vehi- 
cle in a drunken manner, in a 
drunken haze. Myra Castle 
didn’t pick C.J. Mollett for a 
victim; it could have been any- 
body. If the Andersons had 
been traveling down the road a 
few seconds earlier, it could 
have been their family in the 
courtroom. If there was a small 
child in the roadway, it could 
have been their family back 
there. He didn’t pick that way 
to die, she picked it for him. 
Experts agree — a helmet 
wouldn’t have mattered. The 
double yellow line wouldn’t 
have mattered because he was 
in his lane as far as he could 
get. This is an anybody crime. 
There was no reason, she 
didn’t see him because she was 
in a drunken haze and she did 
just what she wanted to do. 



The defendant knew she was 
doing something that she knew 
she wasn’t supposed to be 
doing. The breath mint was to 
disguise her breath. I know 
they gave her mouthwash to 
get the glass out of her mouth. 
Why did she choose to get on 
the road? She was bored, her 
husband’s a teetotaler, and she 
was tired of being told what to 
do by people all the time. That 
was her choices that day. She 
got out on 201. Nobody made 
those choices but her. This is 
an anybody crime, she didn’t 
pick C.J. Mollett, she went out 
on the road and she was way, 
way drunk. It was seeping out 
of her pores.” 

Skeans told the jury that 
Castle would only be required 
to serve 20 percent of her sen- 
tence before being eligible for 
parole and asked that they 
return a guilty verdict. 

During the sentencing 
phase, Mollett’s mother, Kelly, 
spoke to the jurors to tell them 
about her son and what a loss it 
was to the family. 

“He was a good boy, he 
enjoyed life, he was my friend, 
my world, our whole world. 



Living is not living anymore,” 
Kelly Mollett said. “Every day 
I wake up, knowing I’m never 
going to see him again.” 

She also asked the jury to 



consider the fact that Castle 
had been able to be out of jail 
and be with her family every 
day, but she would never be 
able to see her son again.

tin, or resided in houses 
owned” by Thomasine Robin- 
son, while others were unem- 
ployed or employed by the city. 

“These qualified voters 
could be easily manipulated 
and influenced by the mayor 
and others regarding the exer- 
cise of their right to vote, by 
inducements or implied threats 
regarding their housing status, 
by fear of losing their job with 
the city, or by the fear of her 
ability to affect the quality of 
their hfe by using her powers as 
mayor of the city,” the indict- 
ment says. 

In the 2012 general election, 
some voters were “intimidated 
and coerced” by Thomasine 
Robinson and “others working 
in her campaign so that they 
refrained from voting or were 
deprived of the freedom of 
choice of candidates for whom 
to vote,” the indictment says. 

Erom October to mid- 
November 2012, the indictment 
alleges, the defendants “did 
knowingly and willfully con- 
spire and agree with each other 
and others , known and 
unknown, to injure, oppress, 
threaten, and intimidate quali- 
fied voters of Martin, under 
color of law, in the free exercise 
and enjoyment of certain rights 
secured to them by the Consti- 
tution and laws of the United 
States, that is, the right of all 
qualified voters under the Equal 
Protection and Due Process 
Clauses of the Eourteenth 
Amendment to vote, to have 
their votes reflect their personal 
choice of candidates, and the 
right to have their votes be duly 
counted and have fuU effect, 
and not be diluted, or dimin- 
ished by votes that are procured 
through coercion and intimida- 
tion.” 

The indictment alleges that 
the defendants “would approach 
residents of public housing, and 
tenants of homes owned” by 
Thomasine Robinson and 
“request that they obtain an 
absentee ballot for the general 
election.” 

“In many stances these resi- 
dents were poor, physically, 
mentally or developmentally 
disabled, and felt intimidated 
and coerced into complying 



with the instructions of the 
defendants with respect to vot- 
ing,” the indictment says. “The 
defendants would present to the 
residents and tenants, a letter, 
already prepared, requesting an 
absentee ballot be sent to them 
by the County Clerk, and would 
ask them to sign the letter. The 
defendants would instruct the 
residents and tenants to call the 
defendants upon receipt of the 
absentee ballots. Upon receipt 
of the ballots, the defendants 
would fill out the absentee bal- 
lots for the residents, or would 
instmct the residents to fill out 
the ballots as directed, voting 
for the candidates chosen by the 



defendants and not by the resi- 
dent. It was part of the conspir- 
acy that one of more of the 
defendants would give on the 
application for absentee ballot a 
false justification for voting by 
absentee ballot, such as the 
voter was too infirm to come to 
the poUs. It was part of the con- 
spiracy that one or more of the 
defendants held out to residents 
that they could receive a better 
apartment if they voted as 
requested by the defendants. It 
was part of the conspiracy that 
one or more of the defendants 
expressly or impliedly threat- 
ened to evict residents and ten- 
ants if they did not vote, or if 



they did not vote as directed. It 
was part of the conspiracy that 
one or more of the defendants 
caused residents and tenants to 
be evicted because they 
beheved they had not voted, or 
had voted incorrectly. It was 
part of the conspiracy that Ruth 
Thomasine Robinson directed 
Martin police officers to serve 
eviction notices on tenants. It 
was part of the conspiracy that 
one at least one occasion two of 
the defendants harassed a quali- 
fied voter about voting to the 
point that the voter would not 
come out of his apartment to 
vote because he was in fear of 
physical harm.”

“Head Start saved my 
life.” 

An emotional Amanda 
Walters makes this statement 
and adds, “Before I started 
volunteering with Head Start, 
I was home and everything 
stayed with me. I couldn’t 
think of anything but Madi.” 

Madi was Walters’ grand- 
daughter, who died at five 
months old in October 2009 
from meningitis. 

“After I lost Madi, I went 
into a deep depression,” said 
Walters, 57, of Offutt. “I felt 
like I was in a hole and that’s 
when everything started mess- 
ing up. I have a deteriorating 
bone disease and, right after I 
lost Madi, I had surgery to 
have a cadaver bone put in my 
neck.” 

While she was dealing 
with grief and her own physi- 
cal pain, Walters’ life once 
again changed when she and 
her husband, Stephen, were 
granted primary custody of 
their then- 17-month-old 
grandson, Taylor. 

“When our son and daugh- 



ter-in-law gave us custody of 
Taylor, I had him to think 
about instead of worrying 
about Madi,” Walters said. 

When Taylor, who’s now 
three years old, started attend- 
ing Head Start, Walters expe- 
rienced more changes. 

“I’m on the policy council 
and the health and safety com- 
mittee,” she said. “That start- 
ed getting me away from 
home. That was good because 
I don’t know what would have 
happened to me if I hadn’t 
gotten involved in Head 
Start.” 

When Big Sandy Area 
Community Action Program’s 
(BSACAP) Head Start Pro- 
gram asked parents to write a 
letter explaining “What Head 
Start Has Done For Me,” Wal- 
ters shared the story of Madi’ s 
passing and of her own even- 
tual involvement in Head 
Start. Her fellow Johnson 
County Head Start parents 
selected her letter as the coun- 
ty winner. An independent 
committee then reviewed the 
winning letters from 



BSACAP’s seven Head Start 
programs and chose Walters 
as the Head Start Parent of the 
Year based on the content of 
the letter as well as the amount 
of time she has donated to the 
program in the form of volun- 
teer hours and attendance at 
parent meetings. 

“I volunteer about five 
hours a week,” Walters said. 
“I worked as a janitor for 30 
years. My husband was a jani- 
tor, too, and he also volun- 
teers. Robin (Salyer, Johnson 
County Head Start director), 
says there are things we pick 
up on that other people 
wouldn’t notice. With my 
bone disease, I have to sit and 
rest and do a little more and 
then sit and rest, but we paint, 
work on playgrounds, and 
help our schools any way we 
can. I also go on field trips 
with the kids. Where I’ve 
been with the school system, I 
can ride the bus and help out 
with them.” 

Walters wipes away tears 
as she continues, “Kids are 
my specialty and I’m so grate- 



ful for the opportunity to vol- 
unteer with Head Start.” 

She also praises Head Start 
for helping with Taylor’s 
socialization and education. 

“He’s been around older 
boys and he was used to fight- 
ing and biting to get what he 
wanted,” Walters said. “He 
started that in Head Start, but 
realized he didn’t have to 
behave that way. He’s learned 
to count and he’s learned the 
ABC song. We sing all the 
time and every day we go on a 
nature hike. We’ve caught 
crawdads and frogs and taken 
them to school to show the 
kids who don’t have access to 
things like that.” 

Salyer appreciates the 
extra effort Walters exerts. 

“She’s very reliable and 
willing to do anything and 
she’s very humble,” Salyer 
said. “Nothing she has done 
has been for recognition. She 
did it for the children. She’s 
probably done more for the 
program than the program has 
done for her.” 



SOAR work groups meet at conference

Do you have an idea for 
helping improve and diversify 
the economy of Appalachian 
Kentucky? Get ready to speak 
up. 

The work groups of 
the Shaping our Appalachian 
Region effort plan to hold 
meetings in most parts of East- 
ern and Southern Kentucky 
this summer, to gather ideas 
for a strategic plan that will be 
written by the SOAR executive 
committee this fall. 

The groups had their first 
meetings last week at the 
annual East Kentucky Leader- 
ship Conference in Somerset, a 
site that gave both the long- 
held conference and the 
months-old SOAR a broader 
geographic base, and wove 
together some of the regions 
contrasting political threads. 

“IVe never seen so much 
progress or bipartisan commit- 
ment from the political estab- 
lishment,” said Charles W. Flu- 
harty, president of the Rural 
Policy Research Institute, who 
is acting as temporary staff 
leader for SOAR. “The chal- 
lenge is to translate that to the 
grass roots.” 

One idea frequently heard 
during the two-day meeting at 
the Center for Rural Develop- 
ment was a need to overcome 
the divisions created by county 



lines. 

“The only way were going 
to get anything done is to come 
together as a region and do it,” 
Mike Miller, executive director 
of the Kentucky River Area 
Development District and a 
former mayor of Jackson, told 
the Regional Collaboration 
and Identity work group, one 
of 10. 

Lake Cumberland Area 
Development District Execu- 
tive Director Donna Diaz gen- 
erally agreed, and said those 
involved in the effort shouldn’t 
use lack of government fund- 
ing as an excuse for lack of 
action. 

“Building self-sufficiency is 
an important part of this,” she 
said.??Tourism prospects got 
much discussion at the meet- 
ing, but progress could come 
from many small successes, 
not big projects, said Peter 
Hille of the Mountain Associa- 
tion for Community Econom- 
ic Development, who heads 
the East Kentucky Leadership 
Foundation, sponsor of the 
conference. 

Hille said a small restau- 
rant, Miguel’s, near Natural 
Bridge State Resort Park, “is 
more famous worldwide than 
any of our state parks” because 
of its proximity to the Red 
River Gorge, which attracts 
hikers, rock climbers and out- 
door enthusiasts from all over 
the globe. He said entrepre- 
neurs can find opportunities in 
“things to do, places to stay and 
reasons to come back.”??Ideas 



may be easy to conceive, but 
executing them is often hard. 
“Agriculture often gets over- 
looked as economic develop- 
ment,” said Mark Reece, a for- 
mer agriculture and natural 
resources agent. But he cau- 
tioned, “Growing it is just not 

enough if you don’t handle 

it the way the market wants it 
to be handled, you get noth- 
ing.” 

The region’s most widely 
distributed commercial 
resource is timber, but is not 
professionally managed by 
most private landowners. 
SOAR needs to look for ways 
to encourage them to do that, 
said David Ditsch of the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky’s Robinson 
Center for Appalachian 
Resource Sustainability. He 
added that there is also much 
potential in raising goats, 
sheep and even cattle on sur- 
face-mined land that has been 
reclaimed in grasses. 

SOAR was launched in 
response to a steep decline in 
the region’s coal industry, but 
Ron Crouch, a demographer 
with the state Workforce 
Development Cabinet, said in 
the conference’s first presenta- 
tion that the economy of the 
Eastern Kentucky coalfield has 
been diversifying for many 
years, to the point that coal 
now ranks only sixth in 
employment, with health care 
ranking first, and such catego- 
ries as education and retail 
trade in between. 

SOAR is a bipartisan effort

they had been looking for him 
for a while and that he likes to 
run. 

According to the arrest 
report, Witten arrived on the 
scene and Jenkins was blocked 
in by officers. 

“I told him to exit the vehi- 
cle and he tried to put it in 
drive and was revving the 
engine,” Witten said in the 
report. “He had started fight- 
ing with the officers and 
would not comply.” 

Witten said in the report 
that Jenkins refused all field 
sobriety tests and that he 
smelled of an alcoholic bever- 
age. 



“Jenkins was handcuffed 
and was cursing at the offi- 
cers. I asked him for his 
license. They are suspended 
and (he) was cursing at the 
officers,” Witten said in the 
report. “He would not agree to 
any field sobriety tests and 
continued to make threats 
towards the officers.” 

One of the warrants issued 
for Jenkins was from an 
indictment from November 
2013 in Johnson County in 
which is charged with first- 
degree sexual abuse of a child 
less than 12 years of age. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or about Dec. 6, 
2012, Jenkins allegedly know- 
ingly and unlawfully subject- 



ed a person less than 12 years 
old to sexual contact. 

The other outstanding war- 
rant was for fleeing and evad- 
ing charges out of Morgan 
County. 

Jenkins is being held in the 
Big Sandy Regional Deten- 
tion Center in Johnson County 
in lieu of a $15,000 cash-only 
bond for charges in case 
13-CR-161; $2,000 for the 
charges from Morgan Count,; 
$500 for the DUI, suspended 
DUI and resisting arrest 
charges. He was also served 
with a pay-or-stay bench war- 
rant in connection with case 
number 12-F-146 that requires 
him to pay $208 or stay in jail.

Three ways 
to lower your 
Internet bills

A few years ago, a 
cable technician was work- 
ing on the lines outside my 
house. When I mentioned I 
was paying for the compa- 
ny’s top-tier Internet ser- 
vice, he snorted and said, 
“You can’t get that tier of 
service with these lines.” 

It was a lesson to me: 
We have to always be on 
guard in dealing with these 
large cable and Internet 
companies. (In this case, 
after I raised heck, the 
company ended up running 
a dedicated line to my 
house.) 

There are big legal bat- 
tles in the news these days 
between these companies; 
and when there are big 
legal battles, it means big 
bucks are at stake. 

Let’s remember that we 
the customers are the ones 
generating those big bucks, 
and we have to be smart 
about what we’re paying 
and why. 

Leaving aside our cable 
TV bills, which are always 
going up, there’s the costs 
we pay for simple Internet 
access. Those are high and 
always going up, too. Sev- 
eral studies have noted that 
the U.S., among developed 
nations, pays more for 
Internet - and gets the 
slowest speeds. 

No wonder that a lot of 
us are trying to figure out a 
way to lower our Internet 
bills. I’ve got three sugges- 
tions. 

Step one is calling your 
provider at least once a 
year to go over your bill to 
figure out what you are 
paying for and why, for 
both cable TV and Internet. 
Here’s another true story: I 
recently found I had been 
charged for a big sports 
package over the previous 
two months - and got actu- 
al attitude from the cus- 
tomer-service rep when I 
said I wanted a refund. 

It turned out that, in a 
previous upgrade, even 
though I hadn’t asked for 
it, the company had slipped 
in the package free for a 
year. Why? Because the 
fine print said they could 
start charging for it after 
the year was up! Nice. 

Check and see what 
exactly you’re paying for 
each month, and make sure 
you’re not paying for 
something you’re not get- 
ting. Test your bandwidth 
speed to make sure you’re 
getting something in the 
general area of what the 
company is promising. I 
have a tip on my site 
(http :// WWW. komando . 
com/tips/ 1 2435/find-out- 
if-youre-getting-the-cellu- 
lar-speed-you-paid-for) to 
help you figure it out. 

Two, consider what 
alternatives you have avail- 
able to you; if you can, 
threaten to take your busi- 
ness somewhere else and 
see if that nets you a dis- 
count of some sort. 

But there’s a catch: The 
biggest problem all of us 
have with our cable and 
Internet bills is that there 
just isn’t actual competi- 
tion in most cities. We’ve 
got one choice for high- 
speed Internet - or nothing. 

But there’s a class of 
people who actually do 
have a choice. Not every 
household is sucking up 
multiple lines of Netflix at 
any given time. Nor does 
everyone have a streaming 
music service on eight 
hours a day. 

If you’re not in one of 
those categories, consider 
checking out a local ser- 
vice that almost always 
provides competition to a 
cable modem. It’s good old 
DSL. 

DSL was a hot new 
technology 15 or 20 years 
ago. Today, it’s an also-ran. 
DSL speeds have increased 
in recent years. There are 
new innovations on the

way, too. Eor a household that 
basically Just surfs the Web 
and watches You Tube videos, 
it’s plenty fast enough - and 
you might save $30 or more 
on your Internet bill per 
month. 

And in fact, if you read the 
Netflix and Pandora fine print, 
you’ll see that the basic 
requirements are pretty low 
and should work decently 
with many DSL services. 

DSL is generally provided 
by your local phone company. 
It comes in to your house over 
their copper lines. Try giving 
that company a call and ask to 
hear their DSL pitch. If you’re 
a potential defector to DSL 
from a big local cable-modem 
provider. I’ll bet you can get a 
pretty good deal. 

Also take the time to check 
out a number of other new 
Internet services being rolled 
out through the country. One 
is Verizon’s PIOS service; 
another is AT&T’s U- Verse. 
Both of these are trying to 
bring the promise of fiber 
closer to actual consumers, 
though in a somewhat Jury- 
rigged system. Because it 
costs too much to run fiber to 
every household, the compa- 
nies are using copper phone 
lines, DSL style, for the so- 
called “last mile” to custom- 



ers’ homes. Since these ser- 
vices are designed to compete 
with local cable providers, 
you should find some good 
sign-up options. 

Einally, here’s a tip that 
some families with kids might 
not know about. Most cable 
companies offer a basic and 
no-frills $10 a month Internet 
connection to certain families. 
The qualifier: You have to 
have a child who is enrolled in 
the National School Lunch 
Program. The idea is that this 
helps low-income families 
with kids not be left on the 
bad side of the so-called “dig- 
ital divide.”
